Serial  records  occasionally  have  several  GP0  classification  numbers  which 
are  listed  in  different  086's.    The  latest  O86  reflects  the  current  classi- 
fication number.    The  other  086*s  are  previous  classification  numbers;  and 
they  are  entered  in  the  order  of  earliest  to  most  recent.    The  Monthly  Cat- 
alog record  has  a  local  500  note  explaining  this  information.    Keep  in  mind 
that  these  classification  numbers  are  not  invalid;  they  would  be  listed  in 
the  #z  of  the  086  if  they  were . 


CATALOGING  PRIOR  TO  CONVERSION 


SERIAL  RECORD  FIELD  086 
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LOCALLY  ASSIGNED  SUDOCS  NUMBERS 

Requests  for  Sudocs  classification  numbers  for  "fugitive"  documents  con- 
tinue to  be  received  by  the  Library  Division.    Regrettably,  as  previously 
explained  in  AD  NOTES  (Vol.  k,  No.  6),  the  sheer  volume  of  these  requests 
makes  it  impossible  to  respond  individually.    However,  to  assist  libraries 
having  this  need,  in  AD  NOTES  (Vol.  k,  No.  8)  a  method  was  provided  for 
libraries  to  construct  their  own  Sudocs  classes  for  documents  received 
from  non-GPO  sources. 

This  method  was  suggested  by  Paul  Thurston  of  Broward  County  Library,  in 
Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida.    It  builds  on  the  class  stems  for  General  Pub-:'-- 
lications,  and  entails  dashing  or  slashing  the  numbers  2  through  9  onto 
the  appropriate  class  stem.    Each  library  would  designate  the  numbers  2 
through  9  as  appropriate  to  its  collection. 

For  example,  a  library  may  have  a  considerable  number  of  Department  of 
Agriculture  documents  to  classify.    These  can  be  sorted  according  to 
type  or  series,  or  by  any  other  method  that  will  be  beneficial  to  that 
particular  library.    Each  category  can  be  assigned  one  number:  2  through 
9.    That  number  can  be  slashed  onto  the  Agriculture  General  Publications 
class  stem  (i.e.:  A  1.2/2:  ,  A  1.2/3:  ,  A  1.2/4:  ,  etc.).    The  library- 
will  determine  what  to  add  after  the  colon;  it  may  be  a  Cutter  number, 
or  a  series  number,  or  any  arbitrary  numeric  or  alphanumeric  number  the 
library  cares,  to  assign. 

This  method  will  work  best  with  documents  for  which  there  is  no  class 
listed  in  the  List  of  Classes.    It  can  also  be  used  for  documents  fall- 
ing in  existing  classes;  but  libraries  may  find  it  preferable  to  use  the 
existing  class  stem,  add  a  Cutter  number  or  series  number  after  the  colon, 
and  perhaps  add  an  arbitrary  designation  such  as  "x"  at  the  end  to  show 
that  it  is  a  locally  assigned  number.    Each  library  should  work  out  a 
method  that  suits  its  own  needs,  and  should  feel  completely  free  in 
assigning  these  numbers.

Since  we  schedule  separate  shipments  far  in  advance,  and  the  number 
18,430-S  had  been  stamped  on  the  packages,  we  used  the  l8,^30-S  number 
instead  of  P831007-1.    The  number  P831007-1  does  not  exist;  and  you 
should  not  claim  this  shipping  list  number.

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Effective  1  January  1984,  JPRS  will  implement  a  new  numbering  system  for  its 
reports  in  which  the  dual  numbering  system  currently  in  use  will  be  replaced 
with  a  single  15-character  alphanumeric  code.    Within  this  code,  each  JPRS 
report  will  have  a  unique  trigraph  code. 

For  example,  the  alphanumeric  code  for  the  first  JPRS  JAPAN  REPORT  issued  in 
1984  will  be: 

JPRS-JAR-84-0C1 
Explanation  of  elements  of  alphanumeric  code: 

JPRS :     Indicates  that  the  report  was  published  by  the  Joint  Publications 
Research  Service. 

JAR:      Trigraph  code  for  the  Japan  Report. 

84:      Indicates  the  year  in  which  the  report  was  published. 

001:      First  report  in  the  series.    Each  report  series  will  have  a  separate 
numbering  system  that  will  begin  with  001  on  1  January  every  year  and 
will  end  on  31  December  every  year  with  whatever  3-digit  number  has 
been  reached. 

The  SuDocs  class  number  in  the  header  of  the  microfiche  will  contain  only  the 
numeric  part  of  the  JPRS  alphanumeric  code.    As  each  title  has  a  separate  class, 
the  trigraph  code  was  deemed  repetitious.
